About the streets of the settlement, writes 
Morogravienof, were strewn the bodies of 
150 of the inhabitants, shot and cut to pieces 
by the pirates, who, under the pretense of 
friendship, had gained a landing on the 
coast. Robbery was their only motive, for 
every hut had been ransacked and anything 
of marketable value was taken. Who the 
marauders were those who managed to make 
their escape could not say, beyond giving 
the information that some Japanese were in 
the party. When Morogravienof sent his 
letter the people of Petropaviovski feared an 
attack on that town.

Washington as Meeting Place.

Superintendent of Insurance Has be. 
‘pared 16,000 Words on Manage- 
ment of Soeciety—Powerfgl Influ- 
* emees at Work to Have More ‘Sen- 


See That Present ° Plahs Are Not 
Interfered With. 


New York, June 18.—[Special.)—The re- 
port of Supt. Hendricks on the management 
of the Equitable Life Assurance society is 
in the hands of Gov. Higgins. During the 
next twenty-four hours it will undergo a 
process of “ editing.”’ 

Chairman Odell of the republican state 
committee probably -will come to Albany 
tomorrow to help the governor ply his official 
blue pencil to prevent awkward “ breaks "’ 
creeping into print. 

The governor returned to Albany this 
morning after a two weeks’ absence. He 
found Supt. Hendricks loaded down | with 
more than 16,000 words in the Equitable re- 
port. For three hours the governor and su- 
perintendent went over the testimony of 
James H. Hyde, President Alexander, H:, C. 
Frick, Gage EB. Tarbell, Chauncey M. Depew, 
E. H. Harriman, and other distinguished 
financiers who have figured in the fortunes 
and misfortunes of the Equitable. 


Will Be Finished in Week. | 
Then the governor and Mr. Hendricks had 
lunch together, and the superintendent de- 
scribed the invéstigations of the last three 
weeks, during the former’s absence. 

He said that he had not completed the 
work and would require two or three days 
to finish it. All the testimony and figures 
relating to the finances of the company have 
been written up, but the superintendent said 
he had not had a chance to prepare his con- 
clusions and suggestions regarling the 
scope’ of ‘reforms that they might justify. 
Gov. Higgins told him to take any reason- 
able time to prepare a satisfactory report. 
Mr. Hendricks thought he could have it fin- 
ished by the middie of the week. Gov. Hig- 
gins said tonight: 

“I do not think Supt. Hendricks will have 
his report ready for publication until late 
in the week. He has been most painstak- 
ing, and naturally is desirous of making it 
as complete and satisfactory as possible.” 


Fears Political Consequences, 
The governor admitted that he and Mr. 
Hendricks had discussed features in the 
report, but would not answer questions about 


it. 

Mr. Higgins is greatly concerned ov the 
probabie effect of the report upon the legis- 
lature,: which will meet in special session 
on Wednesday to take up charges against 
Supreme Court Justice Hooker. Hé, with 
other republican leaders, opposed the intro- 
duction of Equitabie troubies into the pro- 
ceedings of the extraordinary session, but 
at the same time he will make no effort 
to prévent it if the disclosures contained in 
nas report seem to Warrant such mere 
action. 


Ryan Wields Great Influence.: 


During the next day or two he will be the 
target of leaders of his party, who would give 
the Ryan crowd full swing in rehabilitating 
the fortunes of the Equitable.

THIRD INVESTIGATION TO BE

Question or Whether the Armour 
| Company Is Amenable to Laws 
Governing Railroad” Rebates Will 
Be Considered Again by Interstate 
Commerce , Commission. Before It 
Makes a Final Report—Concern Is 


Washington, D. GQ, June 18.~[Special. 
Before the interstate commerce commission 
will be abl@ to make its report upon the re- 
frigerating car question, which is of special 
interest ‘to the Armour linés of Chicago and 
to shippers of perishable goods all over the 
country, it will have.to make a third inves- 
tigation. 

The commission has established that un- 
reasonable charges’ have been imposed in 
some sections, but the refrigerating people 
‘cladm they are imposed upon all shippers 
alike, and consequently that there can be 
no question of any rebate. 

The Armour car line also claims that the 
anti-rebate law applies to railroads and not 
to refrigeration, and whether it paid rebate 
or not it could not be p uted. For the 
Same reason it regards If as exempt 
from the provisions of the” interstate com- 
merce law. 

The commission believes the law is broad 
enough to cover refrigerating charges, but it 
recognizes that there is room for an argu- 
ment and is disposed to give the company 
every chance to show whether its conten- 
tion is right or wrong. . 

The commission has decided that it will be 
impossible to prosecute criminally the Ar- 
mour car line, and the most it will do will be 
to make an order declaring the rates im- 

unreasonable. 

Before the general question is determined 
the comm will announce its findings in 
the matter of the complaint made against the 
Michigan Central and Pére Marquette lines 
in connection with the shipment of fruit over 


that line.

Tetanus antitoxin treatment of the “ pa- 
triotic casualties” usually attendant upoa | 
the fourth of July celebrations is advocated 
in the health department’s weekly bulletin. 
Open treatment of the wounds is declared to 
be essential. The bulletin quotes an eastern 
medical journal as follows: | ; 

We have yet to learn of a single instance ih 


which a patient with @ blank cartridge wound 


later developed lockjaw, although there were in- 
stances enough of such wounds not so treated that 
were followed by tetanus. Having, therefore, an 
almost positive and harmless preventive of tetanus 
at our disposal there is no apparent reason why it 
should not be used In every case of this dangerous 
class of injuries. f 
It is pointed out that for. some—as yet un- 
ascertained—cause the sanitary quality of 
the water supply has been far from satis- 
factory during several weeks. Simte the 
early part of May the supply from all the 
water tunnels averaged only 51.9 per cent. 
“safe.” That from the Lake View, the Chi- 
cago avenue, and the four mile tunnels aver- 
aged only 33.3 per cent “safe "; the Rogers 
Park supply averaged 50 per cent “ safe,” 
and the supply from the C. H. Harrison and 
the Hyde Park tunnels averaged 83.3 per cent
